STRANGE SEA TREASURE. 
Ambergris Is One of the Most Prised 


Products of the Deep. 


A piece of ambergris estimated to 
be worth about $150,000, recently 
brought into Victoria, B.C., was. de- 


clared to be one of the largest | 
masses of this strange sea treasure | 


ever found, 


Because of its great value, the in- | 


frequency with which it is found and 
the mystery which long existed as to 
its origin ambergris from the earliest 


times has been regarded as one of the | 


most prized products of the deep. It 
is a solid, fatty, inflammable sub- 
stance, generally of a 
blackish color, and possessing after 
exposure to the air a peculiarly 
sweet, earthy odor. Ambergris is now 
known to be a morbid secretion form- 
ed in the intestines of the sperm 
whale, but for centuries it was var- 
fously believed to be the solidified 
foam of the sea, fungoid marine 


growth, gum which exuded from the, 
trees and flowed into the ocean, or | 


bye-product of bird life. 

Ambergris occurs in lumps of var- 
fous shapes and sizes from half an 
ounce to 150 pounds or more.

All seafaring men are constantly 
on the lookout for ambergris, yet 
many whaling skippers in fifty years 
of experience have never come across 
a quarter ounce of the substance The 
amount of ambergris produced annu- 
ally from all sources varies greatly, 
scarcely any being found in some 
years, while in others a single chunk 
worth $100,000 and more may be 
brought in by some fortunate vessel, 

What is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable lot ever secured up to recent 
date was a mass of 162 pounds ob- 


tained in 1891, and was finally sold in|- 


London for about $50,000. For trade 
reasons details as to its finding and 
marketing were 'ong veiled in deep- 
est secrecy. One of the most valu- 
able pieces of ambergris ever received 
in America was taken in 1894 from 
a whale near the Cape Verde Islands. 
It weighed 109 pounds and sold for 
About $26,000, the best parts bring- 
ing $250 a pound.

Mine Accident Victime. 

A new kind of contest of skill that

Sets of rules have been generally 
agreed on and officially promulgated 
by a national organization, so a team 
from New Mexico could compete witb 
the champion team of some Pennsyl- 
vania district, for instauce, and know 
| the conditions to be met as well as a 
western football team knows the con- 
ditions to be met in a game with an 
eastern college. 

Each team consists of a captain and 
four men and usually another man for 
a subject. At the tuurnaments each 
team, in turn, shows how it would 
meet some accident described by the 
judges. 

At a recent New Mexico contest, for 
justance, each team wis told to pro- 
| eved on the assumption: that a fall of 
rock in a mine bad broken the leg of a 
niiner and bad nearly filled the pas- 
sageway with loose ruck. 

The subject represented the injured 
miner, and each team gave the proper 
first aid for a fractured thigh, impro- 
vised a stretcher and carried him to 
safety through the low passageway 
over the fallen rock, represented by 
some loose logs, and with strings to 
mark the walls and roof of the pas- 
saugeway.—Saturday Evening Post. 


ANTARCTIC FORESTS. 


The Frigid South Pole Once Burned 
Under a Tropical Sun. 
Probably the most interesting of the 
Scott antarctic expedition specimens 
which have just been placed in the 
Natural History museum at Svuth 
Kensington, are the few pieces of cua! 
fuund by Cuptain Scott's party in 
latitude 85 degrees, in the middle otf 
the frozen plateau that stretches from 
King Edward's Land way beyond the 

Beuth pole. 

The coal was found by Commande: 
Evans among the little bundle of 
fossils which Captain Scott and his 
three companions dragged through the 
blizzard with their other baggage on 
that memorable return journey which 
cost them their lives. The few tiny 
fragments, under the light of science, 
tell a wonderful story. 

If it is true, as these specimens 
strongly indicate, that there is coal at 
the south pole, it follows that at some 
remote period there must bave been 
forests givwing in this frozen, ice cov- 
ered land. Stored up in the little bits 
of coal is the heat from a tropical sun 
which ages ago shone over the hills 
and fertile valleys of King Edward's 
Land, now a desolate ice wuste.—Lun- 
Cor. Philadelphia Ledger.

for transport purposes on account of 
the rapids. On the other sections of 
the river, as well as on the Nile and 
also upon the Albert Nyanza Lake, 
steamers are to be placed to run in 
conjunction with the railway, which 
means that we have some 700 miles 
of rails to lay to establish a through 
communication. Within two years ai 
the most it should be possible ta 
travel all the way from Cape Town 
to Cairo by train and boat. 

Although the Cape-to-Cairo Rail- 
way will now be British throughout, 
it must not be forgotten that its ob- 
ject is purely commercial. Starting, 
as it does, from the east end of the 
Mediterranean, it will never be able 
to compete against the direct sea- 
route from England to the Cape in 
point of speed. But, like a gigantic 
backbone, it will carry the nerves of 
commercial life along the continent, 
promote local traffic, and, by means 
of feeder lines to the oceans on east 
and west, furnish outlets for the 
great future trade of Africa’s wealth- 
fest regions—the central section, 


Boiled In the Sea. 


The steamer Makambo, which has 
arrived at Sydney, Australia, reports 
that the whole face of Ambryn Is- 
land, New Hebrides, Southern Pacific, 
has been aitered as the result of the 
volcanic eruption there in January.

den party in 1907, and has been 
presented to King George and Queen 
Mary, and at the Austrian court.

National Town-Planning Congress 

In June next a National Housing 
and Town-planning Congress will be 
held in the city of Toronto. The Com- 
mission of Conservation will act as 
host to the Congress and has secured 
a generous appropriation from the Do- 
minion Government for that purpose. 
A special committee of the Commis- 
ion has been appointed to present a 
report to the delegates at the Con- 
gress, and to draft housing and town-

For twenty-six yearsthe Dominion 
Experimental Farms have been ex- 
perimenting with grain crops at the 
various farms and stations distribut- 
ed over Canada trying to Jearn which 
varieties give best results in the dif- 
ferent- provinces. Not only have 
the best known sorts produced at 
other places been grown side hy side 
but. at: the Central Farm at Ottawa 
new varieties have been bred, and 
when found desirable, perpetuated 
and distributed to growers. 

For the information of the Can- 
adian farmer the more important 
results of the season of 1913 at the 
different Farms have been put to- 
gether in summarized form and 
issued in Bulletin No. 74. There 
are included in this some recom- 
mendations as to varieties to grow 
and methods of production to follow 
that should prove of great service to 
growers in all parts of Canada. 

Referring to ‘‘ Marquis’’ wheat 
which was bred at Ottawa the bulle- 
tin says,—'** Marquis produces very 
large crops, has usually good straw 
and is more resistant to rust than 
most of the common vurieties.’’ A 
large edition of this bulietin has been 
printed so that all who desire copies 
may secure them by applying to the 
Publication Branch, Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa.
